strikers. 
T h e re is a 
strong prospect of th e m ovem ent ex­ 
tending. 
Only energetic m easures by

St. Petersburg, Jan. 11.— St. Peters­ 
burg is again face to face with a re­ 
newal of the labor upheaval, the im 
mediate incitement being the failure 
of the workmen to secuto payment for 
the time they were out on strike, 
added to tlie fact that there has been 
no adjustment of the demands which 
led to the strike last month. The 
Putiloff iron works, where the former 
strike originated, is playing the prin­ 
cipal role. There are 30,000 work­ 
men already out within the metropolis 
and the workmen at the torpedo fac­ 
tory in Kolpino, 18 miles distant, have 
also joined the strikers. There is a 
strong prospect of the movement ex­ 
tending. Only energetic measures by 
the troops and police prevented the 
resumption Friday of the former tac­ 
tics of the strikers, marching from 
factory to factory and inducing or 
compelling employes to lay down their 
tools. Thus far there has been no dis­ 
order in St. Petersburg and the au­ 
thorities appear to have the situation 
well iiL-hand in this respect. It is 
generally believed that sufficient pre­ 
cautions have been taken to preclude 
the scene of bloodshed of Jan. 22. 
Circumstantial reports that the revo­ 
lutionary element is about to join 
with 1he strikers and resort to bomb 
throwing are, nevertheless, causing 
gru vo apprehensions. 


Hold Orderly 
Meetings. 
The workmen Friday held a num­ 
ber of orderly meetings in open fields 
and big assemblages are scheduled for 
Saturday. Sunday will be the crucial 
time. The position of the workmen is 
distinctly weaker than it was three 
weeks ago, for they are without mon­ 
ey, while the authorities are not re­ 
peating the mistake of underestimat­ 
ing the gravity of the movement or 
neglecting precautions. Father Go- 
pon’s organization still exists, but se­ 
cretly and it is less effective. 
The employers realize the import­ 
ance of a prompt settlement of the 
workmen’s grievances, but have al­ 
lowed weeks to slip by without decid­ 
ing on combined action. A few have 
made concessions, but the majority 
have refused, declaring that to meet 
the demands of the workmen would 
mean bankruptcy to the employers 
and have resigned themselves to the 
care of the government. They appear 
to think the government is trying to 
make them shoulder the onus of set­ 
tling a political difficulty and have ap­ 
pointed a committee to draw up a me­ 
morial to Finance Minister Kokov- 
soft setting forth the position that, the 
government’s persistent effort to con­ 
ciliate the men has not borne the ex­ 
pected fruit and the anger caused by 
the events of Jan. 22 has been aug­ 
mented by the delay in settling their 
grievances. 
Reports from many factories show 
that the hands are ripe for trouble 
and liable to strike. 


May Again March on the Palace.

The accessions to the ranks of the 
strikers have reduced the entire sec­ 
tion between the Moscow and Narva 
gates, except the Russo-American 
works and one other factory, to idle­ 
ness.While the workmen In the Putiloff 
quarter were resorting to a strike to set- 
tie their grievances, the employes in a 
smaller factory won a victory on the 
strike pay question by resorting to 
the courts. They sued the manage­ 
ment for strike pay and were given a 
favorable verdict.

DEMAND FOR FLORAL GEM. 


The specific charge is th a t Mr. W alk­ 
er has made an overcharge for phone 
rental, having charged Mr. Kronberg 
$1.50 for one month’s rental. 
'I’he ordinance provides th a t it shall 
be unlawful for any person, company or 
corporation operating a telephone sys­ 
tem or exchange within the corporate 
limits of the city to charge a greater 
price for the rental of each phone than 
the following rates: 
For phones known 
and used as business phones 83, and for 
phones known as resident phones 81 per 
calendar month. 
The penalty for the violation of this 
ordinance is prescribed in section 3 and 
is as follows: 
“Any person for him or 
herself, or as an agent, collector or 
representative of any firm. company or 
corporation who shall violate any pro­ 
visions of this ordinance, or collect or 
permit to be collected a greater sum for 
such telephone rental than designated 
in .section I shall upon conviction there­ 
of before the municipal court of said 
city be fined in a sum not exceeding 
Sl(X) nor less than $5, and in the default 
of the payment of such tine be imprison­ 
ed in the city jail not to exceed ninety 
days nor less than five days.” 
Mr. Walker was represented by A ttor­ 
ney A. D. Polk in court this morning. 
Mr. W alker waived the reading of the 
complaint and plead not guilty. 
Attorney Polk asked fora continuance 
stating th at it was a question which 
would be gone into thoroughly and as it 
involved the legal question in reference 
to the rights of the city, tho rights of 
Mr. W alker and the settlem ent of a very 
im portant matter, he asked for a con­ 
tinuance of from two to three weeks. 
He stated that he was sorry that the 
case had to be brought up in this m an­ 
ner, prefering he said, th a t it be brought 
up in the form of an injunction in the 
district court. There was no way of 
getting around the m atter, however, 
and he stated that the case would be 
trpied with all ossible care.

NO TIPS FROM TUBBS.

Tipping is doomed in Missouri if Dr. 
Alonzo Tubbs, Gasconade county’s 
representative in the Missouri state 
legislature at Jefferson City, has his 
way, says a Kansas City (Mo.) special 
dispatch to the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The doctor has introduced a bill making 
It a misdemeanor, "punishable by a 
fine of not more than $500, to ‘tip’ a 
waiter, chef or steward at any hotel, 
cafe or restaurant.” 
"When I go into a hotel or restan I 
rant here and order a piece or two of 1 
pie and a glass of milk I'm not eon* j 
trading to pay the waiter's wages," | 
says Dr. Alonzo Tubbs. "Why should; 
I pay a hotel the price it asks and also j 
pay the wages of the employees? I 
hope to see the day when every hotel | 
in Missouri will be graced with the i 
sign, ‘No tipping allowed.’ 
It’s time , 
we Americans shake from ourselves ; 
this oppression, this tyranny in the ¡ 
fcnn of a custom imported from the | 
life sapped east. Anyway, I’ve Intro- j 
duced a bill making it a misdemeanor, i 
and Fin going to see it through." 
Before introducing his bill Repre­ 
sentative Tubbs took the precaution to 
find a boarding place in a private 
family and quit the Madison House for 
the winter. Dr. Tubbs Is the typical 
country doctor grown old in the prac­ 
tice of his profession. 
Night rides 
through storms and hard work have 
helped the years to whiten his hair and 
mustache. With high ideals as a legis­ 
lator and a class of patients none too 
rich in the broken country in Usage* and 
Gasconade counties, he has not accumu­ 
lated great wealth, consequently as a 
prudent man he cannot afford to live in 
the extravagant fashion of millionaires. 
The Madison House, where he hoard­ 
ed for the first few days during the 
senatorial contest, was the headquarters 
of sundry candidates for United States 
senator, their chief assistants and some 
visitors. Dr. Tubbs is opposed to tip­ 
ping on principle as well as for other 
reasons, and the waiters were not long 
finding It out. 
The senatorial contest week was 
Jefferson City’s harvest The hotel 
waiters in those few fat days learned 
to see a rich senatorial candidate who 
gave silver dollars as tips. These same 
waiters learned equally fast not to see 
a plain, honest legislator who gave 
nothing. So the doctor was at a disad­ 
vantage. He did not exactly blame the 
waiters, and in his bill lie provided 
that the fine of $500 and costs shall be 
paid by the proprietor of the hotel, res­ 
taurant or cafe where the tipping is 
permitted. It also provides for pla­ 
cards, "No Tipping Allowed,” to be con­ 
spicuously posted. 
"I am really in earnest about this,” 
Dr. Tubbs said. "Hotels and restau­ 
rants ought to pay their help. They 
charge the public enough for what is 
eaten. There are plenty of places where 
the waiters get only nominal pay and 
have to make their wages out of the 
public. I don't blame the waiters. It Is 
the proprietor who is at fault, and he is 
the one to be punished. 
"I can’t afford to tip liberally, and I 
don't believe It is right, so I refuse on 
principle to do It," he continued. "At 
the same time I know that tDo waiter 
doesn't want to pay any attention to 
me. and he usually shows it by neglect­ 
ing tla* man who does not tip for the 
one who does. I regard the whole sys­ 
tem as bad."

It has been some months now since 
anything has been said or done in re­ 
gard to the telephone system in this 
city, but there was a time when it was 
common street talk and there have been 
all kinds of controversies for the past 
three years. 
This morning C\ A. Walker, manager 
of the local telephono exchange, was in 
the municipal court on complaintjof Kric 
Kronbcrg, charged with violating or­ 
dinance 171, which regulates the price 
to be paid by customers for phones. 
The specific charge is that Mr. Walk­ 
er has made an overcharge for phone 
rental, having charged Mr. Kronberg 
81.50 for one month’s rental. 
The ordinance provides that it shall 
bo unlawful for any person, company or 
corporation operating a telephono sys­ 
tem or exchange within the corporate 
limits of the city to charge a greater 
price for the rental of each phone than 
the following rates: For phones known 
ami used as business phones 83, and for 
phones known as resident phones 81 per 
calendar month. 
The penalty for the violation of this 
ordinance is prescribed in section 3 and 
is as follows: "Any person for him or 
herself, or as an agent, collector or 
representative of any firm, company or 
corporation who shall violate any pro­ 
visions of this ordinance, or collect or 
permit to be collected a greater sum for 
such telephone rental than designated 
in section 1 shall upon conviction there­ 
of before the municipal court of said 
city be fined in a sum not exceeding 
$100 nor less than 85, anil in the default 
of the payment of such tine be imprison­ 
ed in the city jail not to exceed ninety 
days nor less than five days.” 
Mr. Walker was represented by Attor­ 
ney A. D. Polk in court this morning. 
Mr. Walker waived the reading of the 
complaint and plead not guilty. 
Attorney Polk a^ked fora continuance 
stating that it was a question which 
would be gone into thoroughly and as it 
involved the legal question in reference 
to the rights of tlie city, the rights of 
Mr. Walker and the settlement of a very 
important matter, he asked for a con­ 
tinuance of from two to three weeks. 
Ho stated that he was sorry that the 
case had to be brought up in this man­ 
ner, prefering he said, that it be brought 
up in the form of an injunction in the 
district court. There was no way of 
getting around the matter, however, 
and he stated that the case would be 
trpied with all ossible care. 
Judge Warner granted a continuance 
until Friday Feb. 17.

She told of 
quarrelling with her sister over Hoch 
and that her sister died next morning 
and Hr oh at once began making love 
to the witness. 
She naively told how

when she

pressed surprise at his willingness to 
become the father of her ten children 
by 
a former husband.

married 
Hoch four days after her sister’s death 
and Hoch decamped with $750 of her 
money. 
The 
police claim

Hoch will mnfess to marrying at least 
thirty of the forty-five or moro women 
who have claimed him as husband.

The governor finds from the reports 
that the state 
auditor’s office 
for a 
number of years disregarded the law 
in 
settlement 
of 
timber 
trespass 
claims, in issuing timber permits, and 
In 
Issuing mineral 
leases and 
con­ 
tracts. 
To correct 
possible favoritism 
in 
the future in issuing mineral leases, 
the governor renews his recommenda­ 
tion for a law providing for the sale 
of leases at 
public 
auction to 
the 
highest bidder, alter an examination 
of the la tul by the state. 
The salient point of the governor’s 
message are: 
Laws relntlnr to timber cutting have 
been enforced in a dilatory way. 
State auditors have been too ready 
to compromise trespass cases, making 
it cheaper to steal timber than buy it. 
State auditor should not be a mem­ 
ber of timber 
board, but his 
place 
should he taken 
by state 
treasurer. 
No reflection on 
Auditor Iverson is 
meant thereby. 
Attorney general asks for another 
assistant 
for prosecution of 
timber 
trespass and like cases, 
and also a 
stenographer, and his request is sec­ 
onded by the governor. 
A contingent fund should be allow­ 
ed 
the timber 
board to 
permit 
in­ 
quiries by 
the board directly, 
aside 
from the records. 
The governor’s message was read 
to the house and the senate. 
Confiscated Game to Be Sold. 
Confiscated game will 
he sold in 
the 
open market 
instead of 
being 
given over to the state charitable in­ 
stitutions, if the bill by General M. D. 
Flower of St. Paul, In the house, be­ 
comes a law. 
Under the terms of the Flower bill, 
when game killed unlawfully is con­ 
fiscated by the state, it is to be turned 
over to some reliable dealer, who is 
to offer it for sale on the open market. 
He is to receive a commission of 20 
per cent of the price obtained. 
Chief O’Connor’s 
old bill bringing 
clairvoyants, mediums, fortune tell­ 
ers, street fakirs and entertainers at 
immoral 
places 
into the 
disorderly 
class and construing their places of 
business 
as such, appeared 
in the 
shape of a bill introduced 
by W. T. 
Lemon. 
The maintenance of track-weighing 
scales for flax and grain at terminal 
points is made mandatory in a bill of­ 
fered by TT.

A. K. Ware of Northfleld demanded 
an investigation of the fire insurance 
rates in Minnesota, but he had to ac- 
rept delay in the shape of a notice of 
debate given by G. W. Armstrong.

Strenuous objection to the amend­ 
ment was made by the friends of the 
bill. 
The amendment, however, pre­ 
vailed, by the close vote of 30 to 27.

fered by Mr. Somerville that the spe­ 
cial order be adjourned to Thursday.
